HOUSING AND OTHER CONSTRUCTION, U.S.S.R. STATE COMMITTEE 
FOR CONSTRUCTION AFFAIRS, 12 MARX AVENUE, MOSCOW, U.S.S.R. 

DEAR MR. TERENTIEV: 
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SECRETARY HARRIS HAS RECEIVED MR. NOVIKOV'S LETTER OF JUNE 
19, 1978. SHE HAS ASKED ME TO EXPRESS HER THANKS FOR HIS 
COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS AND TO WORK WITH YOU TO ARRANGE 
THE NECESSARY DETAILS. 

A COPY OF OUR PROPOSALS FOR THE AGENDA OF THE MEETINGS 
THEMSELVES IS ATTACHED. YOU WILL NOTE THAT THIS 
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AGENDA PROVIDES FOR SLIGHTLY MORE TIME IN WHICH THE 
LEADERS OF THE VARIOUS WORKING GROUPS CAN DISCUSS 

THEIR SPECIFIC PLANS WITH THEIR COUNTERPARTS THAN WAS 
AVAILABLE TO US AT EITHER THE FIRST OR THE SECOND MEETING 
OF THE JOINT COMMITTEE. 

ALSO, THE REPORTS OF THE DEPUTY CO-CHAIRMEN HAVE BEEN 
SCHEDULED LATER IN THE PROGRAM, SO THAT THEY CAN TAKE AD- 
VANTAGE OF THE DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN THE WORKING GROUP CO- 
CHAIRMEN IN PREPARING THEIR REPORTS. OTHERWISE, THE PRO- 
GRAM FOLLOWS VERY CLOSELY THE ONE WHICH WE FOUND SO 
SUCCESSFUL IN MOSCOW. 

I HAVE ALSO ATTACHED A GENERAL OUTLINE OF OUR STUDY TOUR 
PLANS, ALTHOUGH SOME DETAILS STILL REMAIN TO BE WORKED 
OUT. SINCE TRANSPORTATION TO LAKE PLACID AND HANOVER, NEW 
HAMPSHIRE IS A PROBLEM, IT IS IMPORTANT THAT WE LEARN AS 
SOON AS POSSIBLE WHETHER THE SOVIET DELEGATION WILL INCLUDE 
MORE THAN TEN PERSONS. THE PROGRAM SHOWN AS AN ALTERNATE 
IN THE ATTACHED SCHEDULE WOULD BE USED IF YOUR DELEGATION 
IS LARGER THAN TEN. 

I APPRECIATE THE IMPORTANCE OF HAVING MR. FOMIN'S PRESENCE 
IN THE FINAL PREPARATIONS FOR THE JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING 
AND I AM THEREFORE PLEASED TO ACCOMMODATE MY PLANS AND 
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HAVE THE JOINT SECRETARIAT MEETING IN MOSCOW AUGUST 21-25. 

I WILL HEAD THE UNITED STATES DELEGATION TO THE MEETING OF 
THE JOINT SECRETARIAT, AND I WILL BE ACCOMPANIED BY MR. 
DOUGLAS R. FREEMAN, INTERNATIONAL PROGRAMS SPECIALIST, 
OFFICE OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, HUD, AND MR. PHILIP E. 

FOREST, SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY FOR 
HOUSING-FEDERAL HOUSING COMMISSIONER, HUD, BOTH OF WHOM 
ARE MEMBERS OF THE U.S. SECRETARIAT TO THE JOINT COMMITTEE. 
WE PLAN TO ARRIVE IN MOSCOW AT 6: 15 PM ON SUNDAY, AUGUST 
20, ON LUFTHANSA FLIGHT 342, AND DEPART ON SATURDAY, AUGUST 
26 AT 10:05 AM, ON AEROFLOT FLIGHT 255. I TRUST THIS 
SCHEDULE MEETS WITH YOUR APPROVAL. 

I WOULD APPRECIATE YOUR COMMENTS ON THE PROPOSED AGENDA 
AND STUDY TOUR OUTLINE, AND ANY OTHER ITEMS WHICH YOU 
MIGHT CARE TO DISCUSS. WE ARE HOPEFUL THAT CIRCUMSTANCES 
WILL BE SUCH THAT THE JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING WILL PROVE A 
SUCCESSFUL OPPORTUNITY TO FURTHER OUR JOINT COOPERATION
